VAST THE 
CARICATURIST 
AMUSES A LARGE 
A UDIENCE. 


From the Chicago Tribune, of the 24th- 
Kingsbury Music Hall was crowded 


last evening to sec Thomas Nast, the 
great caricaturist. Being duly intio- 
dueed, he began his lecture by saying • 
" Ladies and Gentlemen," then stepping 
to an easel on which large sheets of 
drawing papor were arranged, sketched 
a hatched with a few strikes and an- 
nounced: "The 
day we celebrate." 


The audience didn't see it—the piint— 
at first, but finally the cheiry tree legend 
came up and they laughed. 
Then he 


sketched a four-story building and said 
" This is to show that I can draw a 
house." They didn't see that at fiist 
(Box Ul 


either, but when they began to look j mB.M3m-ditc«) 
into each other's faces for the solution, 
and saw how many people were present, 
they laughed again. Then the "lectur- 
er" said ." " Man is a laughing animal, 
and—I think I had bcjttci draw you 
one;" and then, "the I monkey is ex- 
tremely grave—I'll diaw you a, nion 
key." Bo the "hobject of hititcrcst" 
went on, sandwitching in between hib 
crayon sketches remarks in conversa- 
tional and very pleasant stylo, keeping 
the audience in the very best of humor 
He gave a sketch of his own life, draw- 
in" a ridiculous caricature of himself 
and the editor of an illustrated paper to 
whom he first applied at the age of 14 
for a position. From this he wander- 
ed on, sketching Andrew Johnson :is 
Cscsar, and opposite him an ass's head, 
crwned with laurels, the typical Eng- 
lish tourists and Uncle Sam, with the 
British lion and the Amenein eagle, 
and finding that the lion's tail, which 
stood up vety straight, WHS highei than 
the eagle's head, with a few strokes of 
the crayon he pitriotically placed that 
caudal appendage between the mandi 
bles of the bird of freedom, and two 
dots upon the leonine eyes gave him a 
woe-begone expression Then he sketch 
cdBen Butler, Boss Tweed in duplicate, 
one with a money-bags head, and eyo, 
nose and mouth being outlined by a 
mark 
Then followed histoiical sketch- 


es, the first being a view on the Hudosn 
river, with Robert Fulton in the ioie 
ground, sitting in a tub, with a steam 
ing tea kettle in the prow ," then a 
wooden hprse kicking up his heels on 
the banks of the Mississippi river, and 
his booted and spurred rider disappears 
mg in its waters. 
This he announced 


as De Soto discovering the Mississippi 
He closed with a caricature of himself 
in night-cap and gown and candle in 
hand. 


A TALE OF HARDSHIP. 


The Hough ton (Mich ) Mining Gu~ 


etle gives particulars of the terrible ex- 
perience of three men who were wreck 
ed on Lake Superior. 
Early in the 


winter two men named Wilcox and one 
Ijy the name of John Osborn started out 
in an open boat to cross the lake fiom 
Eagle river to Isle Royale to get cms 
ployment. 
In the afternoon of the day 


on which they started a tcrritic stjrm 
broke upon them, and for three hours 
the angry waves threatened to over-, 
whelm them. The storm incieased in 
fury and when within a hundred rods 
of the shore their boat was dashed upon 
a rock and the inmates thrown helpless 
into the sea. 
The two brotheis, how- 


ever, managed to reach the land, but 
their companion was drowned. The 
place where they landed was many miles 
from human habitations^ and death more 
horrible than that which 
overtook 


their companion threatened them. To 
add to their misery, one of the brothers 
was taken sick and remained hslploss 
for twenty six days. Of course they 
were out of previsions and all the means 
of sustenance they had was a few rabbits 
which they managed to catch, and such 
fragments of provisions as they could 
gather about old abandoned 
eanips 


After intense suffering for foity seven 
days they found an inhabited dwelling 
where they were properly cared for
